Consolidate and amend the Law relating to the 
Lunatic Poor in Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the PreamMo. 
Law relating to the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, be it enacted, 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
5 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 



I. The several Acts and Parts of Acts set forth in the Schedule to Repeal of 
this Act shall, from and after the Commencement of this Act, be 
repealed to the Extent to which such Acts and Parts of Acts are by 
10 such Schedule expressed to be repealed : Provided that any Offence 
which shall be wholly or partly committed before the Commencement 
of this Act shall be dealt with, and any Penalty in respect of every 
such Offence shall he recovered as if this Act had not been passed 
and the said Acts and Parts of Acts had not been repealed; and 
15 every Act duly done before the Commencement of tins Act shall 
continue and be of the same Force and Effect as if this Act had not 
been passed, and the said Acts and Parts ol Acts had not been 
repealed.
